Douglas sitting on the same bench 
Saturday morning announced that they 
had taken judicial cognizance of the 
fact that the bonds heretofore taken in 
the “‘boodle’”’ cases were not sufficient 
to hold the defendants and accordingly 
the bonds were doubled all along the 


line. 

The case of R. M. Sr’yder was taken up 
first. Mr, Folk asked that this bond be in- 
creased tp $50,000. Mr. Jourdan, counsel for 
Snyder, stated that it was his belief that 
Mr. Snyder could not give a bond in excess 
of that on which he now is released, name- 
ly, $20,000, Judge Ryan made an order that 
Mr. Snyder appear in court next Friday and 
show cause why the bond should not be in- 
creased tp $50,000. 


Henry Nicolaus, indicted for bribery, ts 
out on a $20,000 bond, signed by. Adolphus 
Busch. Mr. Folk asked that this bond be 
increased |to $50,000. Charles P. Johnson, 
counsel for Nicolaus, sent word by tele- 
phone that he was prepared for any bond 
and this bond was fixed at $50,000, the largest 
bond ever|exacted in Missouri. 

Harry A. Faulkner's bond was increased 
from 35,008 to $10,000. 

“There was no increase itn the bond of 
John H. Becker, Mr. Folk stating that he 
considered $5,000 all that could be. reason- 
ably asked of a man in Becker's financial 
condition. 

Attorney Charles Krone said there was 
no objection to the increase of George J. 
Koburch’'s' bond from $20,000 to $25,000. 

Attorneys Harvey and Gernez were dis- 
' posed to fight the increase of bond in the 
‘case of Julius Lehmaan. Judge Harvey 
said that heretofore a $1,000 bond had been 
considered suffictent in perjury cases.

Had He Known Application for Respit 
Was Based on It Dockery Says 
It Would Not Have Buen 
Granted. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 12.—Re- 
garding the failure of the respite to reach 
Sheriff Dickmann in St. Louis yesterday 
in time to stay the execution of Henry 
Flutcher for two weeks, Gov. Dockery said: 

“The only ground upon which a mistake 
could be alleged in this case is the fact 
that the further respite was issued at all. 
It is very doubtful whether I was warranted 
in granting the respite, even upon the re- 
quest of so distinguished an attorney as 
Mr. Folk. 

“IT was absolutely familiar with every 
phase of the case. It had been called to 
my attention over and over again, and over 
and over again I had declined to grant a 
further respite. 


New Evidence 

Was Not New. 

“T had, in fact, although I did not know 
it at the time of the issuance of the re- 
Spite, passed upon the alleged new evi- 
dence of Bertha Goesler, and if I had known 
that this was the new testimony referred to 
by Circuit Attorney Folk I should not have 
granted the respite, because I knew of it 
and attached no importance whatever to it. 

“The fact of this alleged ‘new testimony’ 
was called to my attention by Flutcher’s 
attorney on last Wednesday and specifical- 
‘y detailed to me by Mr. Crenshaw on Thurs- 
day afternoon in a conversation through the 
long-distance telephone. Mr. Crenshaw, 
after detailing the testimony which was 
stated to him by the witness in his office, 
Sa to me the opinion that it was 
not sufficient to warrant executive inter- 
ference.

For some reason 
Miss Goehler was not called by the defensé 
at the trial, and it may be for the reason 
that her testimony is wholly at variance 
with the testimony of Flutcher himself 
and other witnesses introduced on the trial 
of the case by Flutcher's attorney. 


Trial Court Sustained 
By Supreme Court. 

“As shown by the evidence, Flutcher was 
a negro teamster, and at the time he 
murdered Louis Roth, on Aug. 27, 1900, was 
employtd by the Ratican Sprinkling Co. 
Louls Roth was a young white man, % 
years of age, engaged In carpentering and 
belonged to the carpenters’ union. 

“Flutcher endeavored to support the the- 
ory of self-defense. The supreme court, 
in an opinion writen by Judge Sherwood, 
in passing upon this plea, says: 

‘**He (Flutcher) pleaded not guilty, and 
also pleaded self-defense. On the part of 
the defense there was the testimony of the

defendant, corroborated to a greater or less 
extent by several other witnesses, that de- 
fendant was assaulted by Louis Roth, 
‘struck twice with a baseball bat, and 
knocked to his knees, when he fired in self- 
protection the snot which killed Loults 
Roth. The court below gave an excellent 
set of instructions. embracing murder in 
the first and second degrees, manslaughter 
in the fourth degree, and the law of se!f- 
defense. The jury returned.a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree.’ 


Flutcher’s Defense 
Rejected by Jury. 

“It appears, thérefore, from the opinion of 
the Supreme Court, which is supported by 
the testimony on file in this office, that De- 
fendant Flutcher endeavored to secure ac- 
quittal by testimony showing that he was 
struck twice with a baseball bat and 
knocked to his knees before he shot Louis 
Roth. The jurv heard the evidence and re- 
jected it in toto. The jury ought to be com- 
petent judges. The law devolved upon them 
the high duty of trying this defendant. 
They heard his testimony and. that of his 
witnesses, and obviously they disbelieved. 

“Now comes an alleged witness, Bertha 
Goehler, the statement of whose testimony 
had been recited to me by Mr. Crenshaw 
on Thursday. She says. as reported, that 
Flutcher and Roth were on opposite sides 
of the street and that Roth. did not strike 
Fiutcher, because the white man was too 
far away from the negro to hit hirgy if he 
wanted to. She insisted, however. that he 
rae a baseball bat in a menacing atti- 
tude.

Contradicts Flutcher.

In Strenuous Times. 


“The Fighting Bishop,’ by Herbert M. 
Hopkins, is the story of a stern man, al- 
most a bigot in his spnvietiona, doing fully 
and well what he coneeived to be his duty. 

The scens of the narrative is laid in 
northern Ohio, and the period chosen {s just 
before and during the time of the civil war. 
Bishop Ambrose, qa self-made man who had 
achieved his prominence through sheer 
force of character, had arrayed himself 
with the ultra-southern branch of the Dem- 
ocratic party, and affirmed the right of the 
states below the line as slaveholders. In 
this view his own family was divided. The 
bishop's wife, after reading ‘‘Uncle Tom's 
Cabin,’’ took sides with six or seven sons 
in opposition to her husband's views. Nat- 
urally, the respect which his neighbors 
held for the cloth, together with the fact 
that during the war three of his sons were 
wearing federal uniforms, saved the bishop 
from much annoyance that others living in 
that part of the country at that time feit. 

The bishop is the strongest character in 
the work, but a delightful love story runs 
through the book, culminating at the bed- 
side of a wounded officer in a union hos- 
pital.

State papers have repeatedly complimented the St. Louis grand- 
jury and Circuit Attorney Folk, for unearthing boodle deals 
and congratulated the city upon its prospective release from the 
power of corruptionists.

The culmination of the corrupt conspiracy, the St. Lou's end 
of which has been unearthed by the grandjury—the Central Trac- 
tion dei!l—was the bill passed by the legislature authorizing the 
combination and consolidation of the street railways of St. Louls. 
This bill authorized unlimited capitalization and praciically no 
safeguards were provided for the protection of the city. 

This bill was passed in the most scandalous circumstances. 
That it was bribed through was notorious. It was a theme of 
jest among the beneficiaries of the lobbyists’ generosity. 

The consummation of the boodle deal in St. Louis was made 
possible by the bood'e deal in Jefferson City. The two were parts 
of one genera! scheme of robbery. 

But did the Cole County grandjury do anything about it? Was 
an inquiry instituted? Was _ there any attempt to indict and 
prosecute the lobbyists and their tools, and put them in the pen- 
itentiary? 

There can be no discussion of the relative 
and city.

CONCERNING CROWNS. 


At a time when the columns of the daily 
papers are overflowing with information 
about the forthcoming coronation of Ed- 
ward VII, an article on “English Regalia,’ 
by George Ethelbert Walsh, in the April 
Era, is very opportune. Here is what we 
are told about the crown: . 
The bestowal of the crown is to many the 
most important part of the ceremony. The 
actual official crown of England is that of 
St. Edward's, and while all late sovereigns 
have their state crowns of more recent date 
and workmanship, the official crown is al- 
ways present and placed on the head at the 
coronation. This official crown was made 
in 1662 by Sir Robert Vyner. It is a mas- 
sive affair. and not one that a monarch 
would care to wear for any length of time. 
A heavy golden rim forms the base of the 
crown, studded heavily with large pearls, 
diamonds and other precious stones. Four 
fleur-de-lis and four crosses patees rise al- 
ternately from this rim, richly studded 
with gems and diamonds, and from the top 
of each cross rises an arch of gold dipping 
gradually toward the center. The center 
of the crown, where the arches meet, is an 
orb of gold filled with jewels, diamonds 
pearls and colored stones. A cross patee 
set with diamonds rises above this orb, sur- 
mounted by a magnificent spherical pearl. 
Small arms or brackets hang dependent 
from this pearl, holding drop-shaped 
pearls. A cap of crimson velvet goes with 
this crown, ‘and completes it. 

There are more expensive crowns than 
this of St. Edward's in the roya! regalia, 
and others to which attach greater histor- 
ical interest; but as the official crown of 
England since the restoration it is natural- 
ly held in great esteem. Queen Victoria's 
state crown, made in 1838, is much smaller 
and lighter than the official one, but it is 
full of diamonds, pearis, rubies and precious 
stones. In the cross patee in the front of 
the crown is the famous great spine] ruby 
which belonged to the Black Prince {n 1367, 
and was worn by Henry V at Agincourt in 
1415. In the center of the crown is also the 
magnificent sapphire; said to have been 
worn in a ring by EBdward the Confessor, 
and buried with him in Westminster abbey. 
The single large ruby of this crown is 
worth half a miliion dollars, and besides 
this there are four rubles, 11 emeralds, 16 
sapphires, 277 pearis and 2788 diamonds in 
the crown.

A Picture Flower Bed. 


In last lesson we talked about covering 
fences and walls with vines or climbing 
plants. Now let us plan a picture bed, You 
have heard of a picture hat. A well-planned 
fiower bed is a picture, and you will be well 
rewarded, even if you fail to win a prize, 
if you can make one or more such picture 
beds. 

Refer to our list of seeds for the center- 
piece of your bed. It may be either a castor 
bean plant, or a pole or group of poles with 
vines climbing up it. If you are fortunate 
enough to have an elephant ear bulb (cal- 
adium), of a canna, either of these will 
make a good center piece. Leave a goud 
foot of earth around either of these plants, 
as they need room, and will starve plants 
put too near them. Now plant a ring of 
gaillardia. These plants have very showy 
yellow or purple blossoms, two inches 
across. Outside of these put a ring of the 
yellow marigolds, which are famous bloom- 
And if you have more room, another 
ring of bachelors buttons or cornflower, 
which are blue, white and pink. If now you 
have this bed well fertilized and with a bor 
der of rich green grass, it will be a picture 
that everyone will rejoice in, provided you 
get your plants to bloom well, by giving 
them plenty of water when needed. 


Regularity. 

In order to produce a regular, picture ef- 
fect, try and keep all your plants in the 
rings or borders growing evenly. Those 
that are disposed to overtop their fellows 
in the ring: should be cut or picked to a uni- 


ers.

While a fiower bed arranged as above, 
with all plants growing in aset pattern and 
uniformly graded has a pleasing ¢ffect, the 
artistic eye also demands an appearance of 
naturalness. So you may have a bed in 
which the flowers are disposed as if they 
just happened to grow there, with the vari- 
ous colors scattered about so as to form 
pleasing contrasts, none being in rows or 
set figures, but as if they had come up of 
themselves. The only precaution will be to 
teu that the big fellows do not hide the 
little ones too much. It would not do to 
have your cosmos or sunflowers in the 
front. A little planning and common sense 
will guide you in this.

States His Case to Customs Officers, 
Who May Call on Secretary Shaw 
for Ruling.

The machine has been shipped to this 
country in three consignments on different 
steamers. The scientist intends to make no 
protest if the duty is levied, but he hopes 
to avoid it if possible.

It is provided, under the Dingley tarift 
that lecturers and scientists may bring to 
this country free of duty material used in 
illustrating their lectures, and that artists 
may bring their work for the purpose of ex- 
hiblting.
